Th« Wreck at Plqua. 


The Piqua Call gives the following 


detailed account of the C. H. 4c D. ac- 
cident occuring there night before last 
in which engineer Smith was Injured: 


"The engine, tender and on« car of 


a C. H. & D. freight train were de- 
railed at the crossing last night so as 
to prevent the train from crashing 
into a Pan. Handle train and the piling 
up of ears that would bare meant the 
blockade of both tracks. 


"The Pan Handle had the right of 


way at the interlocking switch short- 
ly after ten o'clock last night. At the 
same time a C. H. & D. south bound 


approached the crossing. On 


account of the rails being slippery, the 
engineer was unable to stop his train 
and as the derail had been thrown 
open, th« engine, tender and one car 
went into the ditch the engine toppling 
over ou its side. Engineer Smith, of 
Lima, realizing th3 danger, jumped 
with the endeavor to save himself, but 
n striking the ground, slipped and 
was caught by the falling engine. He 
was so pinioned that portions of the 
cab had to he cut away, in order that 
he might be extricated. 
As the re- 


iult of the accident his left leg was 
broken. Doctors Frame and"D'Ferrall 
wero called and after Smith's removal 
to Plqua Hotel gave him the necessary 
attention. Thin morning he was able 
to he a«nt to his homo at Lima.
